neſſe, after a very lowe curteſie, bowing his head vnder his 
Maieſties l he was neuer wont to make ſo lowe 
curteſie) drawing his Maieſtie aparte, hee beginnes to diſ- 
courſe vnto lum ( with a very „ countenaunce, his

eyes euer fixed vpon the eatth) how that it ch aunced him in 
the euening before, to be walking abroad about the fields, ta- 
king the ayre ſolitarie alone, without the Tone of Saint 
lobnſtoun, where his preſent dwelling with the Lord his bro. 
ther was: and there, by accident, affirmed to haue recountred 
a baſe-like fellow, vnknowne to him, with acloake caſt about 
his mouth: whome as he enquired his name, and what his 
errand was to be paſſing in ſo ſolitary a parte, being from all 
wayes : the fellow became on a ſodaine ſo amazed, and his 
tongue ſo faultred in his mouth, that vppon his ſuſpitious 
behauior he begunne more narrowly to looke vnto him, and 
examine him: and perceiving that there appeared ſome thi 
to be hidde vnder his cloake; he did caſt by thelappes of a; 
ſo findes a great wide pot to be vnder his arme, all full of coy. 
ned golde in great peeces, affuring his Maieſty that it was 
in very great aun hgh wherof(as heaffirmed) 
hee tooke backe the fellow with the þurthento the T owne;, 
where he priuately,withoutthe knowledge of any man,tooke 

the fellow, and bound him in a priuie derned houſe : and after 
locked many doores vppon him, and left him there, and his 
pot with him, and had hafted himſelfe out of Saint /obn/town 
that day by foure houres in the morning, to make his Ma- 
ieſty aduertiſed thereof, according to his bound duety : ear- 
neſtly requeſting his Maieſtie with all ws 4h and ſecrecie, 
that his Maieſty might take order therewith ; before any did 
know thereofz ſwearing,and e that he had yet con- 
cealed it from all men: yea, from the Earle his owne brother. 
His Maieſties firſt anſwere was ( after thanking him for his 
good will) that it could not become his maieſty io meddle a- 
ny wayes in that matter, ſince no maus treaſure that is a free 
and lawefull ſubiect, can by the Lawe appertaine vnte the 
King, except it be found hid vnder the earth, as this was not. 
Wherevnto he anſwered, that the fellow confeſled vnto him, 
chat he was going to haue hiddoit vnder the ground, but by 
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Gowries Conſhiracie. 
could not take: leaſure at that time xe any furihex of 
him. Where vnto the King replied, that there was great dif- 
ference; betwixt a deede, and the intention of a deeden his 
intention to haue hidde it, not b ing alike as if it had beene 
found already hidde. Maiſter Alexanders anſwer was, that 
hee thought his maieſtie over ſcrupulous in ſuch a matter, ten- 
ding ſo greatly to his maieſties profite: and that if us mare, 
ſhe deferred to meddle with it, that it might be, chat the lord 
his brother, and other gteat men might meddle with it. and 
make his maieſtie the more adoe. Wherevpon the King be- 
inning to ſuſpect that it had bia, ſome forraine gold brought 
— by ſome leluites for profiting Papiſtes (therewith to 
ſlirre vp ſome new ſediſ ion, as they haue oftęntunes done be- 
fore) inquir ed of the ſaide maiſter Alexander What linde of 
coyne it was, and what a fellow hee was that caniedit . His 
anſwere was, that ſo farre as hee could take leaſure to ſee of

med to = a Scots fellow, yet he could neuer remember that 
he had ſeenc him before · Theſe ſpeaches encteaſed his maic.

Where vpon his maieſty reſolued that he would ſend backe 
wich the ſaide maiſter Ale vander, a ſeruant of his pwne, with 
2 warrant to the Prouoſt and Bailiffes of Saint, Johnſtown, 
to receiue both the fellow and the money at maiſter ¶Alaxan· 
ders hand, and after they had examined the fellow, to retaine 
| hs andithe treaſure, till His maieſties further pleaſure was

W Whereatthe ſaide maiſter Alexander ſtirred maruellouſſy:

affection hee bare vnto his maieſtie, had made him to pre- 
ferre lus maieſty in this caſe, both before himſelfe and his bro- 
ther.

His Highncſle beeing ſtricken in great admiration , both 
of the vncouthneſſe of the tale, and of the ſtrange and ſtupide 
behauiour of the Reporter : and the Court being already hor. 
ſed, wondering at his maieſties ſo long ſtay with that Gentle- 
man, tlie morning being ſo faire, the game already found, 
and the Huntſ. men ſo long ſtaymg in the fieldes for lus maie- 
ſtie : he was forced to breake off onely with theſe words, that 
he could not no ſtay any longer from his ſporte, but that he 
would conſider of the matter and at the end of his chaſe, giue 
him a reſolute anſwere. hat order hee woulde take therein.

his maieſly bad pleaſed to haſte, heamight-have preuented:

their out · comming from the Church, - But his maicſtic,wnh. 
out any further anſwering him, leaping ou horſe backe, and

Hee directed the one of them called Audrem Henderſon, 
Clamberlaine to the aide Earle, to tide in all haſte. to the 
Earle, commavnding him, as hee loued his hrathers honour, 
that he hould nat ſpare for ſpilling of his hoiſe, and chat he 
ſhould advertiſe the Earle, thathe hoped to moguye his maie- 
ſtie to come thicher, and that he ſhould not yet looke for him, 
the ſpace of three houres theereafier, becauſe of his waieſhics 
hunting, adding theſe wordes : Praymy Lord ay brother, 
to prepare the dinner for vs. But his inaieſtie was no ſooner 
ridden vppe to a little hill aboue the little wood, where the

therefore to haue ſome to helpe him in that errand : his re- 
phie was, that he would ſuffer none to ſee it but his Miiefties 
ſelf at 1 firſt, but * cal in whom he pleaſed. 
Theſe 


-*Thicleſpecches did ſo increaſe his ſuſpition, thit then hee 
beganne directiy to ſuſpect ſome treaſonable deuiſe. Let ma- 
ny luſpitions and thoughts overwhelming one cuety one an- 
other mn tus nunde;his maieſtie could reſolue vpon no certaine 
thing,” but rode further on his journey, etw ut truſt and di- 
ſtruſt, being athamed to ſoem to ſuſpect. in reſpect of the clea- 
neſle of his Maicſties 6wne conſcience, except hee had found 
ſome greater ground. Maiſter eF{exanderthil preaſing the 
King to ride faſter, though his owne horſe was ſcarcely able 
to keepe any with the — hauinp ridden 
with him all the chaſe before. The King being como to mile 
from Fallelaud, maiſter eA/rxanderſayed alittle behindethe 
King in the way, and poſted away the other ſeruant Ayarew 
Rathwen to the Earle his brother, aduertiſing hinrhowfarre 
the King was on his way to come thither. Then how ſoone 
— — of labnſfom, hee ſaide to 
his Maieſtie, that he would poſt in before, to aduertiſetheearle 
his brother of his Maieſties comtring: who at his incomming 
to him, was fitting at the midſt of his dinner, neuer ſe 
to take knowledye of tlie Kings comming ii bis brother to 
it um, ne that dere ef his feruaunts had aduer- 
uſed him thereof before. Arid immediately vpon his brothers 
report, riſing in haſte from the bord, and warning all the ſer- 
uants and friends to accompunie him to meete his Maicſtie, 
who met him with three or foureſcore men, at the end of the 
Inſhe, his Maiefties whole trame not cxceeding the number 
of fafteene perſons, and all without any kinde of armour, ex- 
cept ſwordes, no not fo much as daggers or whingears. His 
Maieſtie ſtayed an houre after his comming to the ſaid Earles 
lodging in Saint Jobuſſoum before his dinner came in. The 
longſomneſle of preparing the ſame. and badnes of the cheere 
being excuſed vpon the ſodame comming of his Maieſty vn- 
loolced for there. | | 
During which time, his Maieſhie enquired of maiſter A.

lexander, when it wastime for him to go to that private houſe, 
about that matter whereof he had informed him, who anſwe- 
red, that all was ſure enough, but that there was no haſte yet 
for an houre; til the ing had dined at leiſute. Praymg huis 
maieſty to leaue him; and not to be ſeciie to round with him 
before his Brother, who hauing miſſed him that morning, 
might thereuppon ſuſpect what the matter ſhould meane. 
Therefore his miaieftic addreſſed himto the Earle, & diſcour- 
ſed wu him vpon ſundry matters; but could get no direct an- 
ſwer ol him;batbalfe words, and ĩenperfect ſentence. 
His maieſtie being ſet downe to his dinner, the ſaide Earle 
ſtood very penfiue, & with a deiected countenance at the end 
ol his maieſties table; oſt rounding ouer -hisſhoulder, one 
Vhile to one of his ſeruants, and while to another: and 

oft tines went aut and in to the chamber. Which forme ot 


His maieſty being ready to riſe from the Table, and all hi 
ſeruants in the Hall at their dinner i _— Alexanderſtand- 
ing behinde his maie ſties baclce, pulled quietly vppon him, 
rounding in his maieſties care, that it ſyas time to goe, but 


that he would faime haue beene quit ofthe Earle his Brother, 
wiſhing the King to ſend him out into the Hall, to entertaine 
«us t his 


irumit. 
his gueſts: on the King called for drinłke, nod in a 
merry and maner ſaid to the earle, that although the 
earle had ſcene the faſhion of entertainement in other coun- 
tries, yet he would teach him ihe Stottiſh faſhion, ſecing hee 
was a Scottiſh man : and therefore lince he had forgotten io 
drinke to his Maieſty, or ſitte with his: gueſts and entertame 
them, his maieſtie would drincke to him his owne welcome, 
deſiring him to take it forth and drinke to the reſt oſ the com- 
pany, and in his maieſties name to male them welcome. 
W herevppon as he went foorthʒ his maieſtie roſe from the ta- 
ble; and deſited maiſſer Alexander to bring fir Themas Er/- 
kme with him : who deſiring the King to goe forward with 
him, and promiſing that he ſhould make any one or two fol- 
low him that he pleaſed to call for, deſiring his. mmeſtie to 
commaund publikely chat none ſhould foilowe him. Thus 
the King accompamed onely with the ſaide maiſter Atexan- 
der, comes foorth of the chamber, paſſeth through the end of 
the Hall, where the noble men and his maieſties ſeruantes 
were ſitting at their dinner, vp a tutne - pecke, and through 
three or foure Chambers, the ſaide maiſter Alexander euer 
locking behinde ui every:doore as he paſſed : and then with 
a more ſmiling countenance than he had all the day before, e- 
uer ſaying, hee had him ſure and ſafe enough kept: vntill at 
thelaſt, his maieſty paſſing throughi three or foure ſundrie 
houſes, and all the doores locked behinde him ; his made ſtie 
entered into a litle ſtudie, where he ſawe ſtanding with a ve- 
abaſed countenance, not a bond man, but a free man, with 
a dagger at his girdle . But his maieſtie had no ſooner entred 
into that little ſtudy , and maiſter Alexander with him, but 
mailter Alexander locked the ſtudy doore behind: him, and 
at that inſtant changing his countenance, putting hy hatte 
on his head, and drawing the dagger from that other mans 
girdle, held the poynt of it to the kings breaft , auowing now, 
that the King behooued to be in his will, and vſed as he liſt: 
| B 3 {wcar- 
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ſvearing many bloody oths, that if the King cried one word, 
or opened a window to look out, that dagger ſhon'd preſent. 
ly goe to his heart: affirming, that he was fore, that nowe the 
Kuigs conſcience was wa — for murtheiing his father. 
His mu (ty wondring at ſo ſodaine an alteration, and ſtand- 
. mg naked, without any kinde ot armour but his hunting 
horne, which he had not gotten leiſute to lay from him, he- 
twnct thele two Traitors which had conſpired his life: the ſaid 
maiſter Alexander ſtanding (as is ſade) with a dagger in his 
hand, and his fword at his ſide: but the other trembling & qua- 
king, rather like one condemned, than an executioner'ot tuch 
an enterpriſe. = 
His maieſlie begun then to dilate to the ſaid maſter A/-xan- 
der, how horrible a thing it was for him to meddle with his 
maieſtics innocent blood, aſſuring him it would not be vnxe- 
uenged, ſince God had giuen him children and good ſubiects, 
and if they neither, yet God would raiſe vp ſtocks and ſtones, 
to punith ſo vilea deede. 
| Proteſting before God, that he had no burthen in his con- 
ſcience for the execution of his father: both in reſpec that at 


the time of his fathers execution, his maieſtie was but a minor 


of age, and guided at that time by a faction which ouer ruled 

his mateſtie,and the reſt of the country: as alſo that what- 
ſoeuer was done to his Father, it was done by the ordinary 
courſe ot Law and Iuſtice. 

Appealing the ſaid maſter e lexander vpon his conſcience 
how well he at all times ſince had deſerved at the hands of all 
his race, not onely hauing reſtored therm to all their lands and 
dignities, but alſo in nouriſhing & bringing vp of two or three 

is ſiſteri, as it were in his owne boſome, by a conunuall ate 
tendance vppon his maieſties decreſt bedfellow in her privic 
chamber. 4 

Laying alſo before him, the terrors of his conſcience, eſpe- 

cially, chat he made profeſſion, according to his education, _ 
LY the 
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the ſame religion which his Maieſtie had euer profeſſed : and 


namely, his Maioſty remembred him of that holy man, ma- 
ſter Robert Nolloche. x hoſe ſcholler he was, aſſuring hum, that 
one day the ſ ide maiſter Roberts ſoule would accule him, that 
he had neuer leamed of him to practiſe ſuch vnnatural cruelty. 
His Maieſty promiſing to him, on the word of a Prince, that 
if he would ſpare his hie, and ſuffer him to goe out agame, hee 
woulde neuer reueale to any fleſh liuing, what was betwi xt 
therm at tliat time, nor neuer ſuffet him to incurre any harme or 
iſhment for the ſame. * νjẽÜeñ. 

But his Maieſties feare was, that he could hope for no ſpa- 
ring at his hands having ſuch cruelty in his lookes, and ſtand- 
ing ſo irreuerently covered, with his hat on, which forme of ri- 

orous behauiour, could p ſticate nothing to his Maie. 
e, but preſent extreamity. But at his Maieſties perſwaſiue 
language, he appeared to be ſomewhat amazed, and vncoue- 
ring his head againe, ſwore and proteſted that his Maieſtics 
life ſhould be ſafe, if he would behaue himſelf quietly, without 
making noyſe or crying: and chat he would only bring in the 
Earle his brother to ſpeake with his Maieſty: whereupon his 
Maieſ 0 4 rs — the Earle would doe with him, ſince 
(if his Mai fe were ſafe according to promiſe ) they 
could gaine little in keeping ſuch a priſoner. His anſwer on 
was, that he could tell his Maieſty no more, but chat his 
ſhould be ſafe, in caſe hee behaued humſelfe quietly; the reſt, 
the Earle his brother, whome hee was going for, would tell 
his Maieſty at his comming. Wikthat as he was going forth 
for his brother, a» he affirmed , he turned him about to the o- 
ther man, ſaying theſe wordes vnto him, I make you heere the 


Kings lccepet, till I come backe againe, and ſee that you k 
— one perill: and — fide io his wt 
jeſtie, you muſt content your ſelfe to haue this man now your 
keeper, vntill my comming ace. 

Wu theſe words he paſſeth foorth, locking the doore af- 


: ter 
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ter him, leauing his maieſtie with that man hee found there 
before um. Of whom his maieſtie thenienquired, if he were 
appoynted to be the murtherer of ſum at that time, and howe 
farre he was vpon the counſell of that conſpiracie. whoſe an- 
ſwer with a trembling and aſſoniſhed vbyce and behiaubut, 
was, that as the Lord ſhould iudge him, hee was neuer made 
acquainted with that purpoſe, but that hee was puite in there 
perforce, and the doore lockt vpon him, a hitle ſpace hefete 
his maieflies comming: as indeede allthe tiſne of the ſaid ma- 
ſter Alexande ri menacing his maieſtie, hes was cuer tremb- 
ling, requeſting hun fo: Gods ſake, and with many other at- 
telt. tians, not to meddle with his maieſtie, not to doe him 
any harme. But becauſe miaſter ura: had before his going 
forth, made the King ſweare he ſhould not ery, not open any 
window, his maieftic cummaunded the ſaide fello we io open 
the window on his right hand, which he readily did: ſo that al- 
though he was put in there to vſe violence on the King. yet 
God ſo turned his heatt, as he became a ſlatie to hiaptiſoneſ. 


While his meſtie was in this daungerous eſtate, and 


none. gths one ſeruants nor trame knowing where hee was, 
and as his maieſties ttaine was riſing in the Hall from their 
dinner, the earle of Gomrie himſelfe being there preſent wuh 
them, one of the earle of Gowries ſeruantes commetk haſtily 
in aſſuring the eatle his maiſter, that his maieſtie is horſed, 


and away throngli the Inſhe, which the eatlættpotting tio 


Ihe noble men and the reſt ol kis maieſties traink that was 
there preſent, they all ruſhed out tagither at the. gate in great 
haſte;: And ſomevk his maieſtics ſeruantes enquiring of the 
Porter when: his M aieſtie went fuori? The Porter affit- 
„thatthe King as not ye goue footib MWherevppon 
eatle loc very angerlyupoti him, and ſaide, he Wa 
but aliar :iyat tutnuig hum to the Duke, and to the Eatle of 
Aarre, ſaid hee ſhould preſently get them, certaine wordt 
Where bis maigidyi was, .

and vp the ftaires, But his purpoſe indeede, was to ſpeake 
wich his brother, as appeared very well by the circumſtance 
of time, his brother hauing at that ſa ne iniſtant, left the King 
in the little ſtudy, and ranne done the (tures in great halte. 
Immediately after the earle commeth backe, running a- 
game to the gate, where the noble men and the relt were 
ſtanding in amaze, aſſuring them that the King was gone 


long ſince out at the backe gate, and if they haſted thein not 


the ſooner, they would not overtake him: and with that, called 
for his horſe , whereat they ruſht all together out at the gate, 
and made toward the Inſhe, crying for all their horſes: paſ- 
ſing all (as it was the prouidence of God) vnder one of the 
windowes of that ſtudy, wherein his maieſty was. To whom 
maiſter Alexander very ſpeedily returned, and at his incom- 
ming to his maieſtie, caſting his hands abroade in a deſperate 
maner, ſaide: he could not mend it, his maicſtic behoued to 
die: and with that offred a garter to binde his maieſties hands, 
with ſwearing, he behooued to be bound. His maieſtie at that 
word of binding ſaide, he was borne a free King, and ſhoulde 
die a free King. Wherevpon, hee griping his maieſtie by the 
wrelt of the hand, to haue bound fü ; Fi maieſtie relieued 
himſelfe ſodainely of his gripes : wherevpon, as hee put his 
right hand to his ſword, his maieſtie with his right hand ſea- 


ed vpon both his hand & his ſword, and with his left hand, 


—_ him by the throate, like as he with his left hand claſpt 
the King by the throate, with two or three of his fingers in his 
maicſties mouth, to haue ſtayed him from crying. In this ma - 
ner of wreſtling, his maicſtie perforce drew him to the win- 
dow,which he had cauſed the other man beforeto open vnto 
him, and vnder the which was paſſing by, at the ſame time, the 
Kings traine,and the carle of Gowrie with them, as is ſaid, and 
holding out the right fide of his head, and right elbowe, cried, 
that they were murdering him there in that treaſonable forme, 
whole voyce being inſtantly heard — by the duke 


of 
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of Lennox, the earle of Marre, and the reſt of his Maieſties 
traine there : the ſaide earle of Gowrie euer asking hat it 
meant: And neuer ſeeming any wayes to haue ſcenc luis ma- 
e ſtie or heard his voice, they all ruſhed in at the gate together, 
the Duke and the earle of Marre running about to come by 
that paſſage his maieflie came in at. But the earle of Gowrie 
and hi; ſeruants made them for another way vp a quiet turne- 
pecke,which was euer condemned before, and was only then 

left open (as appeared) for that purpoſe. | 
And inthis meanetime, his Maieſtie, with ſtruggling and 
wraſthng with the ſaide maiſter Alexander, had brought him 
perforce out of that ſtudy,the doore whereof, for haſte, he had 
left open at his laſtin- comming. and his maieſtie haning got- 
ten(with long ſtrugling) ihe ſaid maiſter Alexander: head vn- 
der his arme, and himſelfe on his knees, his maie ſtie dreve him 
backe perforce hard to the doore of the ſame turnepike, and as 
his mateſtie was throwing his ſword out of his hand, thinking 
to haue ſtricken him therewith, and then to haue ſhot him o- 
uer the ſtaire, the other fellow ſtanding behinde the Kings 
backe, and doing nothing but trembling all the ime. Sir /obx 
Ramſay not knowing what way firſt to enter, after hee had 
heard the Kings crie, by chance findes that turne-pike doore 
openzand following it vp to the head, enters in into the cham- 
ber, and findes his Maieſtie and maſter Aiexander ſtrugling in 
that forme, as is beforeſaide : and after hee had twiſe or thriſe 
ſtricken maiſter ¶ Alexander with his dagger, the other man 
withdrew himſelfe, his Maieſtie ſtill keeping his gripes, and 
holding him cloſe to him: immediatly thereafter he tooke the 
ſaid maiſter Alexander by the ſhoulder,and ſhotte him downe 
theſtaire:who was no ſooner ſhot out at the dore, but he was 
met by fir Thomas Er:hine, and ſir Hew Heres, who there vp- 
on the ſtaire ended him: the ſaid fir 7 homas Er:kme being caſt 
behinde the Duke and the earle of Marre that ranne about 
the other way, by occaſion of his medling with the * — 
= aric 
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Earle in the ſtreete; after the hearing of his maieſties crie. For 
vpon the hearing thereof, hee had cliſped the earle of Gowrie 
by the gorget, and caſting him vnder his feete, and wanting a 
dag ter to haue ſtricken him with, the ſaide earles m:nrid the 
earle their maiſter out of his hands: whereby hee was caſt be- 
hinde the reſt, as is ſaide: and nuſſing the company, and hea- 
ring the ſaide fir Iohuñ Ræmſayes voyce vpon the Tume pecłe 
head, ranne vp to the ſaide Chamber, and cried vpon the ſaide 
fir Hew Hereis, and another ſeruant to follow him: where, 
meeting with the ſaide maſter Alexander in the Tune-pecke, 
he ended him there as is ſaide: the ſaid maiſter Alexander ci y- 
ing for his laſt words, Alas I had not the weight of it. But no 
ſooner could the ſaide fir Thomas, fir Hew , and an other ſer- 
uant winne into the chamber where his maieſtie was, but that 
the ſaid earle of Gowrie, before they could get the doore ſhut, 
folowed them in at the back, hauing caſt him directly to come 
vp that priuy paſſage, as is before ſaide: who at his firſt entrie, 
hauing a drawne ſword in each hand, and a ſteele bonet on his 
head, accompanied with ſeauen of his ſeruants, euery one of 
them hauing in like manner a drawne ſword , cried out with 
a great oath, that they (ſhould all die as traitors. All the which 
time his maieſty was ſtill in the chamber, who ſeeing the eatle 
of Gowry come in with his ſwords in his hands,ſoughe for ma- 
ſter Alexanders ſworde which had fallen from him at his out- 
ſhutting at the doore, hauing no ſort of weapons of his owne, 
as is ſaide; but then was ſhut backe by his owne ſeruants that 
were there, into the little ſtudy, and the doore ſhut vpon him, 
who hauing put his maieſty in ſafety, re-encountred the ſaide 
Earle and his ſcruantes, his Maieſties ſeruants being onely in 
number foure,to wit, ſir Hew Here, fir lohn Ramſay, and one 
Wilſon, a ſeruant of [ames Fribins a brother of the ſaid fir Tho- 
mas, the ſaide eurle hauing ſeauen of his owne ſeruantes with 
him : yet it pleaſed God, after many ſtrokes on all hands, to 
giue his M. üeſties ſeruants the victory, the (aid earle of Gowrie 
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being ſtricken dead with a ftroke through the hart, which the 
ſaid fir John Ram/ay gaue him, without once crying vpon god: 
and the reſt of his ſeruants dung over the ſtayres, with many 
hurtes, as in like manner the ſaide fir Thomas Erbin. fir Hugh 
Hereis, and fir john Ramſay, were all three very ſore hurte and 
wounded. 

But all the time of this fight, the Duke ef Lennox. the earle 
of Marre, & the reſt of his maieſties traine, were ſtriking with 
great hammers at the vtter doore, whereby his maicſtie paſſed 
vp to the chamber with the ſaid maſter Alexander, which alſo 
he had lockt in his by-· comming with his maieſty to the cham 
ber: but by reaſon of the ſtrength of the ſaide double doore, 
the whole wall being likewiſe of boords, & yeclding with the 
ſtrokes: it did bide them the ſpace of halfe an houre and more, 
before they could get it broken and haue entreſſe, who having 
met with his maicſtie, found (beyond their expect ation) his 
Maie ſtie delivered from ſoimminent a peril, and the ſaide 
late Earle the principall conſpirator lying dead at his maieſties 
feete. Immediatly thereafter his maieſſie kneeling downe on 
his knees, in the midſt of his owne ſeruants, and they all knee- 
ling round about him, his Maieſtic out of his one mouth 
thanked God of that miraculous deliverance and victory, aſ- 
ſuring himſelfe, that God had preſerued him from ſo diſpaired 
a perill forthe perfiting of ſome greater worke behind, to his 
glory, and for procuring,by him, the weale of his people that 
God had committed to his charge. After this the tumult of the 
Towne hearing of the ſlaughter of the ſaide Earle of Gowrie 
their Prouoſt,and not knowing the maner thereof, nor being 
on the counſell of his treaſonable attempt, continued for the 
de of two or three houres thereafter, vntil his maieſty by oft 
8 out to them at the windowes, and ——— to 


them with his owne hand, pacifying them, cauſing the Bailifes 


and the reſt of the honeſt men of the town to be brought into 
the chamber, to whom hauing declared the whole 65 


rme of 


that 
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that ſtrange accident, he committed the houſe and bodies of 
che ſaide traytors brethren, to their keeping, vntill his maie- 
ſlies further pleaſure were knowne . His maieſtie having be- 
fore his parting out of chat Towne, cauſcd to ſearch the ſaide 
Earle of Gowries pockets, in caſe any letters that might further 
the diſcouery of that conſpiracie might be found therein. Bur 
nothing was found in them, but alittle cloſe parchment bagge, 
full of magicall charaRers,and words of inchantment,where- 
init ſeemed that he had put his confidence, thinking himſelſe 
neuer ſafe without them, and therfore euer cairied them about 
with him: being alſo obſerued, that while they were vpon him, 
his wound whereof he died, bled not, but incontinent after 
the taking of them away, the bloud guſhed out in great abun- 
dance, to the great admiration of the behold:rs. An infamie 
which hath followed and ſpotted the race of this houſe, for 
many diſcents, as is notoriouſly knowne to the whole coun- 
try. Thus the night was far ſpent, being neere eight houres at 
eucning before his maieſtie could ( for the great tumult that 
was in the Towne) depart out of the ſame. But before his ma 
ieſtie had ridden foure miles out of the ſame towards Fa/k/ana, 
though the night was very darke and rainie: the whole way 
was clad with all ſorts of people, both horſe and foote, meeting 
him with great ioy and acclamation. The frequencie and con- 
courſe of perſons of all degrees to Falleland, the reſt of the 
weeke , and to Edenburgh the next, from all the quarters of 
the country, the teſtimony of the ſubiects hearty affection and 
joy for his Maieſties deluery, expreſſed every where, by ring · 
ing of bells, 1 off gunnes of all ſortes, both 
by ſea and land, &c. with all other things enſuing therevpon, 
Ihaue of ſer purpoſe pretermitted, as well knowne to all men, 
and impertinent to this diſcourſe : contenting my ſelfe with 
this plaine and ſimple narration : adding onely for explanati- 
on and confirmation thereot, the depoſitions of certaine per- 


ſons, who were either actors, and cyc-witneſles,or immediate 
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hearers of thoſe things that they declare and teſtifie: where- 
in if the Reader ſhall finde any thing differing from this nar- 
ration,cither in ſubſtance or circumſtance he may vnderſtand 
the ſame to be vttered by the deponer in his owne behoote, 
for obtaining of his Maicſties princely grace and fauour.

eAmes Weimis of Bogie, of the age of 26. yeere or thereby,

viour of late John Earle of Gemrie, the time of his being with 
him at Strabran, or if he had heard the ſaide earle make any 
motion of the treaſon intended againſt his royall maieſtie, de · 
pones, that he neither heard, nor ſaw, any appearance of any 
ſuch intenũon in the ſaid earle. 

Demaunded if he was in any purpoſe with the ſaid eaile, a- 
gainſt any matters of curioſitie: depones, that at their being in 
Strabran, ſome of their company found an edder, which bein 
killed, and knowledge thereof comming to the earle, the earle 
ſaid to this deponerʒ gogie, if the edder had not beene ſlame, ve 
ſhould haue ſeene a good ſporte: for I ſhould haue cauſed hir 
ſtand (till and ſhe ſhould not haue preſſed away, by pi onoun- 
eing of one Hebrew word, which in Scottiſh is called holines, 
but the Hebrew word the Deponer remembers not of : and 
that the earle ſaide , he had put the ſame in practiſe oft before. 
And this deponer inquiring of the erle, where he got the He- 
brew woorde , the earle aunſwered, in a Cabbaliſt of the 
Jewes, and that it was by Tradition : and the deponer inqui- 
ring what a Cabbaliſt meaned:the earle anſwered, it was ſome 
words which the Iewes had by Tradition, which words were 

ſpoken 
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ſpoken by God to uam in Paradiſe, and therefore were of 
greater efficacie and force than any wordes which were excu- 
gitate ſince by Prophets and Apolties. The Deponer en- 
quiring if there were no more requiſite, but the woord. The 
earle anſwel ed. that a firme faith in God was r quiſite and ne- 
ceſſary: and that this was no matter of marueil amongſt Scho- 
lers, but that all theſe things were naturall. And that the eutle 
ſhewed to this de poner, that he had ſpoken with a man in /ra- 
lie : and firſt hearing(by re port) that he was a Nigremancer, 
and thereafter being informed that he was a very lea ned mi. n, 
and a deepe Theologue, he entred in further dealing with him 
againſt the curioſitie of nature. 

Depones further, that the ſaide earle reported to him,

and deſired him to forbeare theſe ſpeeches. And that he met 
againe with the ſaide man in a like company, who did beginne 
with the ſame language hee had ſpoken before: and that the 
cat le ſaide to him, my friend, in caſe you will not holde your 
peace from ſpeaking lies of me, I will make you holde your 
peace by ſpeaking truth of you, and ſaid vnto him within ſuch 
a ſpace he ſhould be hanged for ſuch a crime: and ſoit came to 
paſſe. This Deponer enquiring of ihe Earle, who told him 
that? he anſwered merrily, that he ſpake it by gueſſe, and it fell 
out ſo. And that the earle ſaid — that it was nothing to 
make an hearb fleſh which would diſſolue in flies: and that 
likewiſe it was poſſible that the ſeed of man & woman might 
be brought to perfection otherwiſe than by the matrix of the 
woman:and that this deponer counſelled the carle to beware 
with whom he did communicate ſuch ſpeeches : who anſwe- 
red that he would ſpeake them to none, but to great ſchollers, 
and that he would not haue ſpoken them to this deponer * 
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he had notknowne him to be a fauorer of him, and a friend of 
his houſe, and he would not reucale the fame againe, ſceing he 
knew they would be euill interpreted amongeſt the common 
ſort.

The deponer remembteth himſelfe, that Andrew Ruvhwen 
came before the maiſter a certaine ſpace, 'and ſpake with my 
Lord quietly at the Table; but heard not the patticular pur - 
e that was amongeſt them. And ſo ſoone as the maiſter 
came to the Hall, my lord, and the whole company roſe from 
the Table: and the deponer hearing the noyſe of their forth, 
goio ſuppoſed they were going to make breakes for t Ma. 
wy : and the deponer ſent his boy for his gauntlet and 
ſteele bonnet : and ſeeing my Lorde paſſe to the Inſhe, and 
not to the ſhoe gate, the Deponer did caſt the gauntlet into 
the Pantry, and cauſed his boy to take his ſteele bonnet to his 


one houſe * and he followed my Lorde to the Inſhe ,, and 
returning backe with his Maieſtie to the lodging „being di- 
je 


rected to get drinlee. And the maiſter came to the Deponer, 
and bade him cauſe maiſter aim Rinde to ſend him vppe 
the key of the Gallery chamber, who paſſed vp and delivered 
the key tothe maſter; and immediately my Lordfollowed vp, 
and did ſpealæe with che maiſter,and came downe againe, and 
directed maiſter Themas Cranſtone to the deponer, to come to 
his Lordſhip in his Maieſties Chamber. And that my Lord 
directed him to goe to the Gallery to his hrother, and im- 
mediately my Lord followed vp. and commaunded the De- 
poner to bide there with his brother, and io do any thing thac 
hee bade him: The deponer enquired at the maiſter, what 
haue ye to do ſirꝰ The maiſter W 2. ye muſt goe in 3 
| 3 
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and tarry vntill I come backe, for I will take the lcey with mee. 
So he locked the deponer in ihe round within the chamber, 
and toobe the key with him. Shortly thereafter, the maiſtei 
returned, and the Kings maieſtie with him to the ſaid cabinet, 
in the round: and the maiſter opening the doore, entered 
with the King into the ſaid round : and at his very entry coue- 
ring his head, pulled out the deponers dagger, and held the 
ſame to the Maieſties breaſt, ſaying: Remember ye ot my fa- 
thers murther ? Yee ſhall now die for it: and minting to his 
Highneſſe hart with the dagger, the depener threw the ſame 
out of his maiſters hand: and ſwore, that as God ſhall iudge 
his ſoule, if the maiſter had retained the dagger in his hand the 
hoes that a man may goe ſixe ſteppes, he would haue ſtricken 
the King to the hilts with it: but wanting the dagger, and the 
Kings maieſtie giuing him a gentle anſwere, hee ſaide to the 
Kings maieſtie with abhominable oathes, that if hee woulde 
keepe ſilence, nothing ſhould aile him, if hee would make ſuch 
Luxe to his brother, as they would craue of him: and the 
ings iwaieſtie inquiring what promiſe they would craue: he 
anſwered that he = ries his brother. So he goes forth, 
and lockes the doore of the round vppon his melt and the 
deponer : hauing firſt taken oath ole King, that hee ſhould 
not crie, nor open the windowe. 5 
And his Maieſtie cnquiring of the deponer what hee was: 
he anſwered, A ſeruant of my Lords . And his Maieſtie ask- 
ing of the deponer, if my Lord would doe any euill to him? 
The deponer anſwered, As God ſhall wdge my ſoule, I fhall 
die firſt. And the deponer preſſing to haue opened the win- 
dow, the maiſter entred, and ſaid : Sir, there is no remedy, b 

God you muſt die: and hauing a looſe garter in hishand,preſ- 
ſed to haue bound his Maieſties hands, and the deponer pul- 
led the garter out of maiſter Alexander his hand. And then 
the maiſter did put one of his hands in his Maieſſies mouth, to 
haue ſtayed him to ſpeake, and held his other arme * * 
igh- 
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Highneſſe necke : and that this deponer pulled the maiſters 
hand from his Highneſſe mouth, and opened the window: & 
then his Maieſtie cried out thereat, whereupon his Highneſſe 
ſeruant came in at the gate, and this deponer did runne and o- 
pen the doore of the 1 urnepecke head, whereat John Ramſay 
entred: the deponer ſtood inthe chamber till heſaw /: Ramſay 
giue the maiſter a ſtroke:and thereafter priuily conueied him- 
ſelfe downe the Turnepecke to his one houſe : and the de- 
poners wife enquiring ot him, what the fray mcaned? The de- 
poner anſwered, that the Kings Maieſtie would haue becne 
twice licked, had not he relieued him.

Further, the ſaid Andrew Hender/on depones, that after his 
returning from Falk/and on the fift of this inſtant, maiſter ob 
AMontchrief enquiring of him where he had beene? He anſwe- 
red, that he had bin beyond the bridge of & vue, and ſaies, that 
he gaue that anfwer to maſter John, becauſe my lord comman- 

him to let no man know that hee was to ride to Falk/and: 
and that my Lords direction to him, was, to come backe with 
his brother maiſter Alexanders aunſwere, and to leaue Andrew 


Rathwen to waite vpon the maiſter.
